of the Revenue at Cork, from 1753 


to 1739, when it again began to ga- 
ther Strength, will not be aſtoniſhed 
at the oureœkx that aroſe there in the 
latter Year; but grew hideous in 
1760, eſpecially” after the King's 
Death, which was a forerunner of a 
new Election for Harliament; and 
which did not thoroughly ſubſide, 
till ſome People quarreled amongſt 
themſelves ; by which many had an 
opportunity, to ſee and hear abroad; 
to judge for themſelves; to be con- 
vinced of the Deluſion they were held 
under; and to caſt off the thraldom 
of four or  froe of the dictatorial Order, 


vho had inveigled the Crowd to fol- 


low them, and then directed them 
arbitrarily,

And great Merit there undoubt- 
edly is in it, let malicious SMUGGLERS 
and envious BRAw'ãLERS ſay what

the Revenue ſhould be £. 800,000 
fer Ann. net, even in War time; 
which would be but . 110120 more 
than 1t produced laſt year. A fright-

the farſt to create Wants, that they 
may have the merit of contriving 
Methods of ſupplying them; who 
diſtreſs every Adminiſtration, to 
make. every Adminiſtration ſubmit 
to their arbitrary and ſelfiſh Terms; 
who are the VeRMIN of a State, ge- 
nerated, nurtured and matured in the 
Courſe of a oN ParLiamenT; and 
therefore deadly Enemies to Syorr

Whoever conſiders what has been 
done, maugre all the Diſcourage- 
ments, Difficulties and Embarals- 
ments, that have been laid in the 
way of the Governors of the RE- 


VENUE; and will believe there is, at 
| leaſt, 
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leaſt, a Deficiency of . 40,000 per 
Annum, in the Article of TRA; that 
a farther Amendment is neceſſary in 
Cork, and many of the Out- ports; 
and that the Inland Exciſe is not 
half collected, as he may gather from 
the enſuing State of a Caſe; will not 
doubt the truth of the Aſſertion, that 
the Revenue may, and ought to be 
raiſed, to . 80 0,000 per Annum, clear 
of all Charges of Management, &. 
In 1684, the Hereditary Inland 
Exciſe amounted to J. 77766 : Ale 
Licences, to ſ. 960 1. Vet the Hearth- 
Money was but a Sum of J. 31646. 
In 1757, the ſame Inland Exciſe was 
but a Sum of £. 67622 ; Ale Licen- 
ces L. 7975: When the Hearth-Mo- 
ney was grown to {. 52859, and the 
Kingdom was, at leaſt, fix Times as 

wealthy,

wealthy, as in 1684. In the Year 
1760, when the Hearth-Money was 
advanced but to . 5502 7; the ſame 
Inland Exciſe grew to £. 86504, and 
Ale Licences to . 970g. This hap- 
pening but in the Dawn of a Refor- 
mation, and it being in every Body's 
obſervation, that great Frauds are 
yet committed in that Branch of the 
Revenue, it muſt be admitted as pro- 
bable, that much greater Im prove 
ment will be made therein. The 


Increaſe of the laſt Lear cannot be 


mentioned with any certainty, the 
Inland Exciſe not being yet wholly 
| ſeparated from the other Branches of 
the Revenue: But, by what is ſeen, 
it goes on well; and by what is com- 


municated from all Parts, it promiſes 


yet a moſt ſurpriſing Increaſe. 


The 
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The Reſolution and Senſe of thoſe, 
who have hitherto borne up againſt 
licentious Tongues and infamous Libels, 
with the cheering Applauſe of all 
good Men, will ſurely confirm them 
in a faithful Diſcharge of their Truſt, 
to the joint Satisfaction of Great- 
Britain and Ireland; which are more 


cloſely connected in this Cauſe, than 
unthinking Men can believe. 


But this will be hereafter tho- 
roughly cleared up, in a larger Work, 
calculated for another Meridian: 
wherein will be conſidered the an- 
tient and preſent State of this Coun- 
try; with the reciprocal Duties of 
Great-Britain and Ireland to each 
other.
